Dean Valaskakis informed Council that the Chairs of Arts and Science met on May 
12th for an off-campus retreat. A number of very constructive recommendations 
were brought forward with regard to priorities, planning and budgeting within the 
faculty. The Advisory Committee for Planning and Priorities will look at these 
recommendations and would report to the Chairs and perhaps to Council at a later 
date.

Dean Valaskakis announced, with regret, that Dr. Charles White would be leaving to 
assume the position of Dean of Florida Atlantic University. She expressed her 
appreciate to Charles for his years of service to his Department of Psychology and to 
the Faculty as Vice-Dean, Academic Planning. Council wished him well with a round 
of applause. 


Questions and Announcements 


Harvey Shulman noted that a report had been given to the Senate Steering Committee 
entitled "Recommendations for Implementation of the Educational Equity Policy”. 
It had been tabled. The report had not been forwarded to departments or to faculty 
councils. He asked Dean Valaskakis to request that this report go to departments and 
councils before it was discussed at Senate. 


Dean Valaskakis responded that she would make that request. 


Dr. Carter announced that the Office of Student Affairs, Faculty of Arts and Science, 
had received an award from the National Advising Association in the United States 
for creative programming in advising for the advising video which was produced by 
the faculty's Advising Committee and third-year television production students from 
the Department of Communication Studies. The award would be presented at the 
October National Conference of the National Advising Association. She would be 
pleased to accept this on behalf of the faculty and the students.
